Several Bpuechcs on politics 
were delivered during the week in an- 
ticijiatioii of the le-ussembling of parlia- 
ment, notably by the Miinitiis of .Salis- 
bury at the meeting of Xon-Conformist 
Uiiioniats at the Hotel Metiopole on 
Friday. . 

Rt. Hon. George Goaclifn, first lord of 
the adkiralty, it is announced, will 
move the address in the House of Com- 
mons in reply to the Queen's speech at 
the opening of jjarlianient, and Sir .lolin 
Maxwell will second tlie motion. Tliu 
.stand taki'ii by the governinL',;t in re- 
gard to the Venezuelan and Arnienian 
questions will bo challenged by the 
Liberals. 

Mr. Justin jNIcCarthy has suinnioned 
a meeting of the Irisli parliamentary 
parly for next Sunday, and it is tinder- 
stood that on the occaBioii the reform or- 
ganization movement will be consider- 
ed. Mr. McCarthy, it is said, will tin- 
donbtedly bo re-elected chairman. 

The St. James Gazette this afternoon 
umiounced that it has learned that the

The proposals of the government, ttie 
Gazette adds, will deal with four groujis 
of subjects, namely : The defence and 
increase of the navy ; measures for the 
relief of husbandry ; Irish land legisla- 
tion, and the question of the support of 
voluntary gchoolg. Before any pro- 
gres.s is made with these meas- 
ures, however, there will lie a 
iiisi;ussion of the foreign and colonial 
policy oi the govtriinient, e.--i)ecially 
regarding the Tr;iiiKvaal, \'enezuela and 
Armenia. The latter portion of the do- 
liale prgmise.s to provide much interest- 
ing ruatliiig in view of tlie adniis.sions of 
liival Britain's weakness which the 
Maniuia of Salisbury made yesterday 
evening, and which it is claimed show 
that there has been a complete failure of 
British diplomacy. 

The St. James Gazette (and for that 
matter all the other newspapers) dwells 
upon the gravity of the statements made 
by the Premier, and admits that British 
intervp;ition in the aflfairs of the Turkish 
empire has resulted in a fia.sco.

THE KAISEE IS DETEEMINED. 

Germany's Navy to Be Reorganlied and 
Doubled— Cabinet Changes 
Possible. 

Berlin, Feb. 1. — A high official of the 
Colonial Society informed the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent that the Em- 
peror William is firmly determined to 
carry out the project of doubling the 
size of the German navy. This official 
has had repeated conversations with the 
Emperor William on this subject during 
tlie past three weeks, and "asserts that 
during the coming summer the plan of 
the reorganization of the German 
navy will be drawn up. The 
present programme for slowly en- 
larging the navy must remain ii; force 
for the next three years, but in the 
nieanwhile tlm new plan will be adopt- 
ed, the jireliminary Bte|)s taken and the 
nieiins to execute it will be secured. 
His Majesty is convinced that it is ab- 
solutely necessary to secure to Germany 
permanently her position as a great 
power, not eiinijly as a rising colonial 
power, hence all the Empeior's energies 
will be bent to that end. 

Something, however, must be done 
iiiMiiediately, and if the present reich- 
stag refuses to grant a sum for the build- 
ing and equipment of the fleet of fast 
cruisers, tlie nation will be appealed to. 
t\n attemj)t will be nuide to raise 
money "for this purpose by popu- 
lar siibscription. It is further stated 
that Prince Bismarck has expressed 
to tlie Emperor his belief in the necessity 
of creatiing !i strong Gernnin navy and 
the fact that Prince Ilolieulolie, the Im- 
perial chancellor, and some of the other 
members of the cabinet do not acquiesce 
in these views, has it is asserted, caused 
His Majesty to seriously con- 
sider the advisability of mak- 
ing changes in the ministry. The 
Emperor's intention, however, is not to 
hasten this change, but to BWait a fav- 
orable opportunity. Prince Hohenlo- 
he's successor, it is thought in inner 
court circles, will be Count Philip von 
Enlenburg, the Cerinan ambassador at 
Vienna, who with his brother, is a great 
favorite of His Majesty.

DAIRYMEN'S ASSOCIATION. 

Proceedings of the Meeting Held at West 
minster — Some Vitally Important 
Matters Considered. 

WESTiassTEB, Feb, 1. — (Special)— At 
the Dairymen's Association yesterday 
the balance on hand was shown to be 
$23.40. In President Cuniiiiigiiaui's 
opening address he referred to the large 
importations of dairy produce into the 
province, which should not be tlie case. 
Many suggestions of an important na- 
ture were referred to a committee of tive 
for consideration. Mr. C. C. Eldrid 
in his address on dairy marketing, said 
that in his opinion Vancouver was not 
suitably situated for the fruit exchange. 
TV"hat the Fruit Co-operative Association 
should aim at should be to have ))ui 
chasers buy their produce at the diller- 
ent cities and, take it away. Imported 
fruit sold better here on account of the 
reputation of the shippers. In the same 
way B. G. frait-growers must establish a 
reputation. 

A large quantity of butter was ini 
ported. This was because there was not 
sufhcient local butter to supply the de 
mand, and it was j)racticaliy barred 
from the market on accourit of the big 
shii)ment8 from the Kast. He tlioiighl 
the local legislature should aid the dair 
association by appointing an inspector 
to examine all sei)arators and test tlie 
milk from each cow, reporting ail milk 
on a staiidard. The assistance given 
should be educational not linancial. The 
dyking (jf the i-'rascr would in lii.s opiii 
ion depend more on the farmers than 
the business men, and it required all 
their attention and energy. They had, 
he considered, a 'strong moral and legal 
claim on the provincial gov(u'nment 
aid them, ;ind also bad a right c.\|ie(!i 
aid fnnn the Dominion g(jvenuneiit. 

Con.sidenibk! discussion followed Mr. 
Eldri(!g.''K address. Mr. 10. Ilutchersoi! 
sjjoke at length against the jirojiosal to 
urge the provincial government to give 
a bonus per jioimd on all butter inanu 
factured in the province. Tliis would 
not lie the most useful aid the local leg 
islature could give them. It would be 
better if the government would exempt 
all dairying from taxation. A provin- 
cial dairy commission should also bi 
appointed. 

Mr. W. P. Jaynes, Gowichan, sup- 
ported the bonus scheme. Messrs. 
Wells, Kipp, Iliggin.eon and Leothouiiht 
government aid should take the form of 
Fraser dyking and dredging. 

A resolution was i)assed asking the 
government not to supi)ort the proposal 
to bonus the butter niannfaetured. 

In W. 11. Lee's [laper on cold stor- 
age, one of the chief i)ointH was the fact 
that farmers putting fruit or other jier- 
ishable stull" uito cold storage must see 
that it is in absolutely perfect condition. 
Fruit can be kept frozen from two to 
three months without being impaired. 

A resolution was adopted that the 
local legislature be asked to assist dairy- 
ing' by loaning money to farmers on 
easy terms for the purpose of enablint: 
them to purchase machinery, etc., for 
creameries. The government is to be 
further asked to amend the dairy act, to 
enable dairy corporations to buy, 
feed, 1 aise, care for and dispose of hogs

When butter was made, however, 
grain was fed to cattle, cattle gave milk, 
die milk made butter, and the refuse 
was fed to swine, until by scientific 
farming the loss of capital was reduced 
to n minimum. Mr. King mentioned 
that last year ^f-lOO.ObO was sent out of 
the country for butter and cheese — a 
sum which should have (Miricbed local 
farmers and not outsiders. He urgei 
that a eieainery should not be built nn 
less it is absolutely (;ertain that the milk 
of ;Wt) cows can be obtained. 

The president in his address urged 
that a [Hirmaiient veterinary stafl' is not 
now necessary. Cattle raiser should, he 
further said, study the Silo system 
which will soon be in unis/jrsal use. He 
thankeil Professor Kobertson for liis 
assistance to British Columbia farmers, 
and strongly advocated the establish 
ment of creameries. 

A resolution was passed to call the 
attention of all the boards of trade in 
the i)rovince to the fact that the O.P.E. 
charged two cents per mile more in 
British Columbia than in any other part 
of Canada, and asking them to take 
action.

A BlUriSlI STATESMAN'S SPEECH. 

We hiivu all seen with what a light 
heart many politicians ami joui-iialista 
of the til-eat Kcpublic appear to eon- 
template a war between Great Britain 
and the United States. They seem to 
think that such a war, while it would 
afford them a good deal of intense and 
pleasurable excitement, would not be at- 
tonileil by eireiimstaiiees or followed by 
penults tliat would be i-e<;ai-(led with 
horror and Ijitterly deplored by every 
truly patriotii; and really liuniane 
man and woman in the two 
countries. Distance and uncertainty 
lend to them enchantment to the 
view of a war which, besides bein<5 
fratricidal and uiost destructive to both 
life and property, CMuld not fail of be- 
ing a sore, perhaps a deadly blow, to 
the cause of freedom, progress and en- 
lightenment in every part of the world. 
.Such a war would be certain to do a vast 
amount of harm to many, and however 
it might result do good to none. 

The prospectof war was rcKarded with 
very different feelings by though tfid and 
hirge-minded men on the other side of 
the Atlantic. The Right. Hon. Arthur 
Balfour spoke of the dreadful contin- 
gency in Manchester on the 15th of last 
month, when the war fever in the 
United States was at its height. He 
was not afraid of being misunderstood 
and misinterpreted when he gave utter- 
ance to the feelings of pain and grief 
with which he regarded the prospect of 
a war between the two kindred nations, 
lie said : 

I have lieen deei)ly and painfully im- 
pressed by the dilieront attitude, the 
different mode in which we on this side 
of the Atlantic look at the question of 
war, from that which appears to be taken 
by some sections of the American popu- 
lation upon the other side. To us — I 
speak for myself, and T think I speak 
for thfjsc whom I am addressing — tlie 
idea of war with the l.'iiitcd .States of 
.Amerii'a carries with it Komethiiigof the 
unnatural liurror of a civil war. (Hear, 
bear.) ^Var with any nation is a c(m- 
tingency to be avoided at almost any 
cost, except the cost of dishonor, but 
war with tiie United States appears to 
have an additional horror of its own 
born of the fact that those whom we 
should Ijc lighting are our own flesh and 
blood (hear, hear), speaking our own 
language, sharing our own civilization. 
(Cheers.) I feel, so far as 1 can speak 
for my countrymen, that our pride in 
the race to winch we belong is a pride 
\vhi(di inidudes every Knglish-speaking 
community in the world, f 1 leui', hear.) 
We have a domestic patri(jlism as 
S>cotchmcn or as Knglishmen nr 
as Irisliiiien, or wdiat you will. 
We have an Imiieriul iiatriotisiu 
i\s citiz(.'ns of the Brilisii luiipiru. 
But surely, in .addition to that, we have 
also an Anglo-Saxon patriotism w hiidi 
embraces within its ample folds the 
whole of that great race which has done 
so much in eveiy brancli of human ef- 
fort, and above all in that branch of hu- 
man efl'ort which has produced free in- 
.stitutions and free comiminities. 
(Cheers.) 1 have soi-rowfully to admit 
that this view does not seem as yet to be 
shared by the Kiiglish-spcakiiig iieojde 
in the United States of .\ineri('a. Large 
sections of them, at all events, if I may 
judge from the reports in the newspa- 

Eers — which is all ti.at 1 have to judge 
y — large sections of lliem seem to re- 
gard a war with this counti'y as a thing 
to be lightly indulged in, an exhilarating 
exercise, a gentle national stimulus. To 
me that is a terrible, a distressing, and a 
horrible point of view, and I do not be- 
lieve, ana I will never believe, that it is 
the point of view that will be perman- 
ently adopted by any large section in the 
United States. " (CMieers.) We may be 
taxed with being idealists and dreamers 
in this matter, t would rather be an 
idealist and a dreamer; and f look for- 
ward with uonlidence to the time when 
our ideals will have beco ue real and 
our dreams will be embodied in 
actual political fact. 

Mr. Balfour did not apeak in this way 
because he, as a British Bubject, was 
afraid to fight or because he believed 
that bis country was unprei)areil for war 
if war must come. The British have never 
liad the reiiulation of being cowards, 
and recent oveuts have shown that the 
spirit which has made them victors in a 
thousand battlefields still lives in the 
breasts of Britons, and is ready when it 
evoked to produce as groat results as 
ever it did. As to his country's pre- 
paredness for a war with the United 



States or with Germany or any other 
of the great i)owers, Mr. Balfour said : 

I have been almost inevitably com- 
pelled to dwell to-night upon topics, 
topics it may be full of dilliculty and 
menace for the future; but think not, I 
beseech you, tliat I at this moment take 
a pessimistic view of the future of the 
countiy. Speaking for myself, 1 do not 
believe that pnbliu ^o^inion on either 
side of the Atlantic aftin Europe will 
permit the outbreak of a war whose end 
no man can foresee. (" Hear, hear," 
and cheers.) I would not have you, 
therefore, leave this room under the 
impression that I am a iiropliet of evil 
things, or that I look forward to dark 
days for the JOmpire of which wo are 
citizens. That is not the case. (Cheers.) 
"We, after all, have no cause of qv.arrel 
that 1 can discover uitli any nation, 
largo or small, powerful or insignificant, 
upon the face of the world. (Cheers.) 
We desire no man's territory. We wish 
not to interfere with any in-esent inter- 
est or any legitimate ambition which 
any state may possess. Our own work 
within our own sphere is sufficient for 
us. (Cheers.) That will tax our ener- 
gies to the utmost, and that will supply 
to statesmen all the material which they 
may require for the most energetic labor 
for the development of Britain and of 
the British Empire. But if it needs 
must be that war should come, which I 
do not believe — I. do not think that it ifl 
a contingency of which we have at the 
present moment any special reason to bo 
afraid (hear, hear) — the British Empire 
is not like tlie Spanish Kmi)ire of the 
ITth century, a helpless hulk lying ujion 
the waters, tempting depredation liy its 
wealth, but unable by weakness to beat 
off the depredators. No, gentlemen, there 
never was a moment 1 believe in the re- 
cent history of this country when the 
British Empire was a better fighting 
machine than it is at the present time. 

Englishmen in Mr. Balfour's position 
are not in the habit of boasting 
or of exaggerating in any way. They 
ai-o most careful as to the statements 
they make and are much more liable to 
say less than they believe the facts and 
circumstances warrant than to say more. 
The spirit which be evinced in that 
JIanchester speech was admirable and 
the statements be made most judicious. 
We have no doubt that what he said 
had a good ellect, not only in Cireat 
Britain, but in foreign countries. A 
British statesman of Mr. Balfour's 
standing does not speak to his fellow- 
subjects alone, but to all the world. 

TIIE REVISION OF 

TIIE STATUTES. 

We publish in another column a copy 
of the report of the Commissioner cover- 
ing the lirst instalment of the work, 
wdiich fills a volume consideraldy larger 
than tlie Consolidated Acts of 1S8.S now 
in use. As our readers are already 
aware, the revision now being proceeded 
with is not of the laws of the Province 
only, but of the statute law of I'higland 
so far as it is applicable to liritigh 
Coltimbia. The law of ICiigland, as it 
existed on the lOtli of November, 
1858, ia, so far as applicable, by 
an early Colonial Act declared 
to be the law of British Golumbia. 
nence the revision now undertaken 
necessarily covers the entire body of 
J'Inglish statute law from .Magna Chart a 
to the nineteenth eentui v, minus such 
portions as pertain e\-clusively to the 
Dominion. 

A perusal of the volume covered by 
the report shows that the work has been 
enteretl upon in the spirit of industry 
and research and that every section of 
the law has received at the hands of the 
t'omiiiissioner careful thought and 
si'ar(diing scrutiny. Cojiious notes 
of exijlanation are appended to 
most of the statutes of im- 
portance, and wdiile the spirit of 
existing legislation has been faithfully 
preserved, yet where scope has present- 
ed itself for improvement the Commis- 
sioner has introduced suggestion.s and 
proposed changes, w liicli are printed in 
difrerent type so that the Legislature can 
readily adopt or reject them. 

This revision is certainly no work of 
scissors and paste, but the whole vol- 
ume is the result of careful study and 
Solicitous care. We observe that there 
is u complaint that departure, are made 
from the text of tlie law as it 
exists and that the work is un- 
satisfactory on that account. We 
think that this complaint arises 
from a failure critically and fairly to 
examine the work, which, so far as we 
have seen, seems fully to justify the 
statement in the report, that whilst 
" many of the more iiniiortant of the 
Pi-oviiicial acts liav(; been re drawn and 
re-arranged, objectionable features re- 
moved and such cdianges intioduced as 
expiM-ieiice. the altered condition of the 
country and judicial decisions show to 
be necessary," yet that the aim of the 
consolidation thrqugbout " to retain tin; 
spirit of the law as it exists," has been 
constantly kei)t in view. 

We think that this revision when 
llnialied will be of incalculabh; advan- 
tage to the Province in placinu'in a clear 
anil intelligent form the laws of the 
country before the people, and we note 
with satisfaction that with the present 
instalment one-third of the work is 
already compiled. 



lish language is spoken or read, says 
about that " invasion " and its leader; 

Their advance may have been an in- 
ternational crime and an act of rebellion 
against the authority of the tiueen, but 
at least if half the intelligence that 
comes to us is true, they undertook it 
believing that thereby they might save 
their countrymen and women fronl 
I'.ttack anil" possibly froui mas- 
sacre. For three days tliey pushed 
forward through the burning heat of an 
African midsummer to hurl themselves 
at last upon a strong position held by 
more than twice theirnuinbnrof brave and 
unwearied men. Repulsed from thence 
as indeed they must be, still they strug- 
gled on through daylight and darkness, 
without food, without i-est, lighting hard 
and losing heavily by the way. At 
length, their ammunition exhausted 
and reeling in thoirsa<ldles with fatigue, 
they yielded to a force that outmatched 
them over fourfold, and there within a 
few miles of the city they came to save, 
the net of doom closed round them. 

Dr. Jameson may bo a " rebel " and, 
therefore, worthy of reprobation, or even 
of punishment, yet I think that now, 
wdien we know of the blood-stirring 
story of his failure, but few of ua who 
have ever had the honor of shaking him 
by the band will cease to remember the 
fact with pride. 

It was certainly no great feat of arm.s 
for a large body of men on their own soil, 
fresh and well siip|)lied with everything 
that they needed, and in a strong posi- 
tion, to beat off less than half their num- 
ber of iiii'ii weak lor want of food, weary 
with travel under a burning sun anil 
without even a fair supply of ammuni- 
tion. The gallantry and the devotion 
were all on the other side. And when 
it is considered that Dr. Jameson and 
his little trooji marched to the Trans- 
vaal to deliver men from the grinding 
and humiliating tyranny of the ignorant 
iind extortionate Boers Dr. Jameson's 
failure will be regarded as a thousand 
times more noble and more heroic in 
every way than the victory of the op- 
pressors of the Uitlanders. 

And it is by no means certain that Dr. 
Jameson's i^xjiedition was a failure. It 
has directed the attention of the British 
nation to the brutish intolerance and 
injustice of the Boers and it will be 
wonderful if tliey will be permitted 
much longer to abuse their authority as 
they have abused it hitherto.

HLS WORSHIP'S SUGtiKSTlON. 

Mayor Beavcn Proposes to Ask for a Trans- 
fer of Various Important Revennes 
From the Province to the City. 

His Worship Mayor Boaven gave 
notice yesterday of an important resolu- 
tion which he will recommend to the 
council at their regular meeting to-mor- 
row evening, and which will in all |u-ob- 
ability Ijo referred at once to the special 
committee on legislation. The resolu- 
tion profxises to do as the Mayor sug- 
gested miglit be done in his recent com- 
munication to the school board — ask the 
provincial government to transfer to the 
city the jier.soual i)roi)erty and income 
taxes collectible within the municipal- 
ity. The resolution goes a step further, 
and ako proposes that wliere a city 
police magistrate jiresides also as jurlge 
in a Small Debts court, all fees and 
emoluments thereby accruing, shall be 
liayable, not to the magistrate, but to 
the city. Here is the resolution in its 
entirety : 

" That the members representing the 
City of V'ictoria in the legislative assem- 
bly be respectfully requested to use their 
influence and to press upon the execu- 
tive council and assembly the import- 
ance of action beintr taken durine the 
lircsent session which will result in 
tronsferring to the municipalities the 
personal pro])eriy and income taxes 
assessed last year and collei:tible tins 
year by the provincial authorities, and 
also to ameiul the Provincial assessment 
acts and .Municipal acts so that in luture 
the niunicii)al authorities alone shall be 
projiei'ly aui hori/.ed to assess for and to 
colli'Ct the abovi! mentioned, taxes in the 
various municiiialilies of the province. 

" .\n(l ahso that the statutes be amend- 
ed so as to [irovide that the principle 
l.'dil ilown in section L'.")l of the Miinici- 
ple act, 181)2, be adopted as to the 
iiaymeiit of fees or emoluments, received 
by a fwlice magistrate under the Small 
debts act, 1895, into the municipal 
treasury, when the salary of the magis- 
trate is paid by the municipality."

What Has Been Already Accomplished 
— Sagcrestions -.Bpeardlu^ a 
linmber of Acts. 



The following is tho niport of lion. 
Theodore Davie in subuiitting to the 
Lieat.-Gpvernor the Srst volume of the 
provincial statutes as so far revised :

I'ursuiuit to iipiKinitiiu'iit iiiicierthc great 
seal, constitutiiij,' mi- ii c()iiiiuis.sii)n_ for re- 
vising and consoliilnling ii new cilitinn of 
the Laws of British Columbia, and of tho 
statute law of England in force in and ap- 
plicable to this province, I have the honor 
to present herewith a volume contiiinlng 
tho lirst instalment of suoli revisioa. In 
an appendix to the vdIuiiic will be found 
"An act to amend the law relating to hills 
of sale," and "An iu-l respec-ting tlie regii- 
tratiou of liirtliH, ilcalhs and inarriage.s," 
which Itave liecji prepared as supplenien- 
tai-v to the arts upon tlie same subjects 
con'i])riseil in tlie book, to take the place of 
the original acts, and to be given tho force 
of law during the present session, shotdd 
tho legislature see tit. 

In commencing the work, ilr. Kieliard 
T. IClliott, barrister-at-law, was appointed 
secretary to the commission, and Iiaa oon- 
tinued to act as such to the present time. 
His Honor Eli Harrison, judge of tlie 
( ounty eourt- of Nanainio, has contributed 
valualUf aid in drafting and revising sev- 
eral of the aets. 

Tlie provineial aets relating to associa- 
tions and societies, benevolent and friendly, 
agricultural and horticultural, clieese and 
butter, industrial and provident, legal, 
medical, pbarniacoutical and others, have, 
with the exception of tlie net intituled •' An 
act to ineorponite benevolent and friendly 
societies," which has been re-drawn, under- 
gone but little change, anil have been 
grouped together tinder the licad of" Asso- 
ciations"; whilst tlic stalules interpreta- 
tion act, tlie alliiiavils arl, :u'l)itration, as- 
.sijfiimeiits for tin- benelil ol' creditors, power 
ol attorney, cattle fanning, civil service, 
small debts, employers' liability, fraiKiuleiit 
preference, coiulitional sales, families in- 
surance, insane asylums, licenses, magis- 
trates, marriage, otHcial administrators and 
railways acts, oeyond being consolidated to 
(late, with occasional intmihiction of Im- 
jierial sections, have undergone but slight 
alteration. 

The law relating to municipalities has 
been divided into tliree sei)arate acts, in- 
tituled the " .Municipalities incorpdral ion 
act," the '• .Municijial cleotioiis act," and 
the ■' Municipal clauses act." I'mler each 
head the law relating to iniiiiicipalicies, be- 
sides being consolidated to date, has been 
classilied, and many sections have boeu re- 
drawn and new provisions inserted. The 
plan of such three acts, the reasons for the 
change, and an indication of the amend- 
ments and alterations, are to be found in 
the commissionor'.i note appended to the 
several statutes. 

The aim of llie consolidation llirough- 
oiu has been to i-ctaiu the spirit of the law 
as it exists, and w here changes or alter- 
ati(nis have been iiiade or suggested, they 
have been indicated in dillerent tj')>e, so 
tluit the legislature can readily either adopt 
or reject them. 

The enactment of law by uu r e refereuco 
tostlitutes of the Im|)c rial iiarliainent or 
otherwise has been coinpletrly discarded. 
In those case> w here the law is now given 
by reference only to Iiupcrial statutes, the 
statute or law, so t'orinerly referred to, 
itself has 1h en reju'odi icci I , with neci'ssarv 
variations. .Vs an instance (M' this may be 
mentioned "An act resp<'c,t,iiig leases and 
sales of settled estates'' (chap. ln,-| of the 
< 'Olisolidated .Vets, IsSS), where a body of 
I'aiglish law comiirising some sixty sec- 
tions is introduced by one section, declar- 
ing the " .-Settled estates act, 1S77," to be in 
force, •• so far as the same is a|)plical)le." 
Ill the volume now submitted, the I'higlish 
act is reproduced in full, with necessary 
adaptations and aniotidnients. Similarly, 
by section 12 of the ".Sutu-eine court act" 
(chap. 31 of the ronsohlatcd .Vets, isss), 
the Supreme cnun and the judges tlicre.if 
llie invested w ith the sfiim jurisdiction and 
powers over tbe estates of lunatics and 
natural 1 orn fools as are possessed bv ibe 
Lord lJi;;li riiancellor of Ivigland, or liy 
the Lonis .fustices, but no attempt is made 
lo deliiie those ))owers. In the jirc'sent re- 
vision, an ellort has been made by ".Vn act 
respecting tlie care and uoniniitmeiit of the 
persons and estates of lunatics" to deline 
tlie law upon this subject. Again, by the 
" Law and equity act (chap. (j8of the Con- 
solidated Acts, 1HS8), in the administration 
by the court of the a.ssets of any ileceased 
person whose estate may prove to lie insuf- 
licient for the paynieiil in lull of bis ilehts 
and liabilities, the same rules are lo be ob- 
served " as were in force on the '-'IMh .\pril. 



bSTII, uniler ihi' laws of insidvcney or baiik- 
I'Uptcy with respeet to the estates of per- 
sons .adjiiil;:!'!! insolvent," Init no iiiilira- 
tion is given ol' what those rules were. In 
ibc iiresi'iil revi-ion, this omission i- 
cured, and an endeavor is nuulc to define 
the law prevaiUiig at the date named 
by a statute intituled " An act respect- 
ing the administration of the estates of 
persons dying insnlveiit.'' Another in- 
.stance occurs in the "Controverted e'ec- 
tioiis act," chap. 10 ol' the Consolidated 
Acts, ISSS. w here, by section 7'J. the powers 
of coininissioners to iiniiiire int., cornipi 
jiractices at eleclions are declared by rel'er- 
eiice to the l.'i and Pi '\'ict. Chap. '.'i7. In 
tlu: present revision the reference i?, oiiiil- 
ted, and insteail tliiireol' the provisions ol 
the ICnglish statute referred lo are set out. 
with necessary variations. 
Amongst the principal sttitutes of the 

Earlianient of Great Britnin which have 
een a<lupted and iiitniduced into this in- 
stalment of the revision are the " i''actors 
act," the " Apprenticesimd Illinois Hc.t," the 
" .Vcciiniulalioiis restraint act," "An act 
respecting bail." "An act respecting 
covenants ;ind iigveenicnl s secured by 
1, 011(1 or indentures." "An act 
lo render freehold estates assets for 
the payment of siiiii)le and contrail 
debts," "the " Statute of distributions," the 
" JJower act," the " Act for the abolition of 
lines and recoveries," the " Statute of 
frauds," " Lord Teiiterdon's act," the 
".Statute of iilizabeth (fraudulent convey- 
ances)," " An act for regulating insurances 
upon lives, and for prolubiting such insiir- 
* ances except where tlie pcrson.s assuring 
have interest," the "CiuanUans ap))oiiil- 
ment act," the " Infants' riUief act,'' the 
" Landlord and tenant acts," t ho " Slat utes 
of limitation," the ".Masteraiid servant act" 
the " .lust ices protect ion lu'l," the " Mortga- 
gors' relief act," the "Mercantile law 
amendinenl act," the " I'awiibrolccrs act," 
tbe " rrescription act," the "Statute ol' 
Westminster the Third (Quia JiJniptores)," 
the " Statute of uses," " An act to amend 
the law of real property," tho " Trustee re- 
lief acts," and the " AVills oct." Some Im- 
perial laws have been introduced without 
change, aniongsf which may be mentioned 
"Magna Charia " and the "Companies 
acts, the latter of which have been so in- 
troduced as preliminai-y to revision. 

Many of the most iniporlaiit ol ihel'ro- 
vincial acts have been veilniwn iiiid re- 
arranged, objectionable features removed, 
and such chriiigcs introduced as cxiierieiice, 
the altered conditions of the country, and 
judicial decisions show to he necessary. 
'.Viiioiig these may be iiieiitioiied "An 
act respecting arrest and iiiiprisoiimeiit for 
, debt." the "Animals act," the "Bills ol 



sale act" (see appendi.x, page 3), the 
" IJirths, deaths, and marriages registration 
act" (see appendi.x, page l.'J), tho "Bush 
tires act," the " Execution act,"jtl\e i' Pro- 
vincial elections act," the "Hotneatead 
act," the " Highways act," the " Coroners 
act," and the " Slierill's act." Tho Supreme 
anil County courts acts have been re- 
arranged and consolidated, and the " Parti- 
tion act " h,\s been consolidated, together 
with seidioiis of the I-higlish and Ontario 
law dealing with the subject. 'l"o each of 
these acts, tiiid to all other iniiiorttint 
statutes, a coiiiprelien.sive note of explana- 
tion is aiipeiuled, and the changes from 
existing law are in all cases iiulicated by 
diU'erent type, so that where the work of 
the commissioner is adopted by tlie.legisla- 
ture, there will be no change from the 
spirit of existing law, except where tho 
cliange is jiroiniiiently indicated by diU'er- 
ent type. 

It will be lor the legislalure to consider 
the advisaiiility of giving some of the 
statutes submitted in this revision the 
force of law at once, jiarticularly ; 

" The arrest and imprisonment for debt 
act," " The animals act," " Tho benevolent 
and friendly societies act," "The bills of 
sale act" (appendix, page 3), "The hush 
tires act," "The coroners act," "The 
county court net," "The dower act," 
"The execution act," "The provincial 
elections act," " The guardians ajipoint- 
iiieiit net," "The highway trallU^ act," 
"'file infants relief act," " The landlord 
and tenant act," "Thelunaey act," " The 
iiuinii;ipalitie.s incoriioration act," "The 
mniiicipal elections act," " The munici- 
pal clauses act," "The pawnbrokers act," 
"The settled estate act," "The trustees and 
executors act," anil "The wills act." 

As also the " Births, deaths, and mar- 
riages registration act," and tho "Health 
act," which last two statutes have been re- 
vised so as to incorporate the rccoininenda- 
lioiis of the Provincial board of health. In 
this coiiiiection it may be well to draw at- 
tention to an lnii>erial statute, .'it! and oT 
N'ictr, c. 71, referred to in the revision (coni- 
missioiur's note, page I'l), int it iiled " A ii 
act for codifying the law relaling to the 
salcof goods." As the title implies, the 
object of the statute is to deal in compre- 
hensive order with the law merchant regu- 
lating tho sale of goods and wares. Its pro- 
visions, with necessary adaptations and 
modifications, can he made doclatory of the 
law of sale existing in this Province, and it 
is mibiiiittod that tho adoption and enact- 
ment of the statute would be in the public 
interest. 

The comniissioiier desires to draw |)ar- 
licular atleiitioii to the " l>ivorce and 
malrimon'al causes ai^t " and its aineudiiig 
act (numbered, res|iectively, page id.'i and 
n.'U ill t he iiceoni])anyiiig revision), and to 
the cognate statute intituled " An act to 
enable persons to establish legitimacy, and 
the validity of marriaees, and the right to 
be deemed natural Born subjects,^' and 
which have bei'ii here copied without 
change from the Imiierial staliites. -V 
nerioiis ipiesl ion, referred to in the Coninii.s- 
sioner'.s note to the lirst-iiamed statute, re- 
garding the applicability of these statutes 
to the provinci', it. is subniilteil ilemaiiils 
jirompt juilieitd ruling. I'endiiig deter- 
mination of the ipiestioii id' the ap|)lic;ability 
of these acts, no attempt at revision has 
been here made. The comniisaioner re- 
eomnieiids the submission of the question 
of apiilicability to the court, under the 
" Supreme court reference act." 

With regard to the volume of the work 
entrusted to tho commission, it is dillicult 
to say, with any degree of accuracy, what 
bui'k llie entire revision will occupy, but in 
view of the fact tlnit a large class of suh- 
i.'Cts, such as the criminal law, the laws re- 
lating to navigation and .shipping, bills of 
e.vcliaiiirc anil iiromissorv notes, imteiits, 
tbe 1 ndians, and many other subjects, do 
not come within the scoi)e of this revision, 
being subjects exclusively within the pur- 
view of the Federal parliament, and alreatly 
consolidated under the Ilovised Laws of 
Canada, it may be estimated that tho re- 
mainder of tlie work w ill not contain more 
than twici' the material now siihiiiitted. 

When it was decided by the legislature to 
enter upon lliis revision, it was believed 
that a similar worli s^ii,! in li;n e been car- 
ried into execution ill the colony of New 
Zealand woulil atlonl a precedent, and 
much facilitate the labors of Ihecominis- 
sioii, but it. appears that no such revision 
has been carried out there. The " Uevisiim 
of statutes act, 187!) " ( i<.Z.), directed that 
the commissioners a|)l^iointed under that 
statute should include m a new edition of 
statutes " such enactments of tbe Imperial 
parliament in force in this colony as, from 
their general interest and iniportaiiee, the 
coniniissioiiers may think it ilesiralile 
should lie so included." The New Zealand 
eomniissioiiers therefore collected, without 
revision or (diaiige, certain Imperial stat- 
utes, iiccu|iving a book of about five hun- 
dred paL-e.s.' 

.\ preliminary table of contents of the 
preseiil iiist.'ilnient of revision, cnnlaiiiing 
xxix jKiges. and setting out an analysis of 
the (Ii llcieiit nets, is submitted herewith, 
and till re i- also in course of prejjaratioii 
by Henry Slye Mason, Ksq., liarrister-at- 
law, a table showing t he disiiosal and plac- 
ing of all Provincial and Imperial 
statutes dealt with in this vol- 
ume. Such table will be sub- 
mitted when eompleteil. but ill tbe 
nieanliiiie it was tlioughl belli'r, in view of 
the approaching session of the lei;islatiire, 
not to delay tbe presentat ion of the work 
so far as it baa progressed. 

Perfi'ct accuracy for the |>resent instal- 
ment of revision is not olaimed, although 
it is believeii lo be fairly correct. Before 
the liiial completion of the work it will be 
au'iiin I'becked and compared. In those 
i a--es w here statutes have been consolidated 
only tortile purposes of revision, the work 
of revision is being proceeded with. As in- 
stances of this may be nieiilioneil the ( oni- 
(laiiies acts and the .\liner;il ami Mining 
acts, tbe last iiient ioiiei I of wliieli stalules, 
altlioimh not liielniled in the volniiie now 
submiiteil, were eonsolidated and indexed 
by tbe coniiiiissioiier, and, bei ng pri nl ed 
ill |iaiiiphlet birin, have been distributed 
throughout the mining districts. A doubt 
exists as to the intention of the legislature 
in regard to section 9 of the act of 1S!)2, and 
M'ctiouSof the act of 1893, reading as bil- 
lows: 

IK92, c. .'i'i, s. !1,— " In ease of any ili--pnte 
as to the title to a mineral chiiiii. priority 
of rcicord w ill determine tbe right , subjert 
to any ipieslioii as to the validity of the 
lecord. and subject also U> a compliance by 
the free miner with the provisions of this 
act." 

ISli:;. c. 2!). s. S "In case of auv ili'ipnie 
as to the liii iition of a niiiu'ral claim, the 
title to the claim shall he recognized ac- 
cording to the priority of such location, 
subject to any question as to the validity of 
the record itself, and subject further to the 
free miner having complied with all tho 
terms and 1 1 im III ions of this act." 

It will be iiei essaiy to poss an enactment 
removing this doubt.

The stall' of iiuraea in their 
uniforms, with spotless white caps and 
aprons, were grouped together in front of 
the ^audience filling the diiiing roona, 
whoh'the President, Mr. Joshua Davieu, 
jircsonted the awards to the graduates 
and made an address, touching in an in- 
teresting wajf on the good work that the 
worthy institution is doing in Victoria, 
lie said : 

I,.viiii:s .\Nii Gi:.>;Ti.r.Mi:N ; — Hy resolution 
of the board of directors it becomes my 
duty to-day^to address you and to present 
to tin; graduating nurses t liei r diplomas 
and medals, and ill tlii' exi'rcise of t liis 
duty I shall endeavor lo speak of matters 
of genei-al interest to all wno are actively 
eiigageil in hospital all'airs. I have on 
previous occasions presided at similar in- 
teresting proceedings, in the course of 
which our old aud respected friend, llie 
Hon. Dr. ,J. S. Helmcken, has by reipiest 
olticiated. ''I'ou are doubtless aware that 
the directors by resolution invited l.)r. 
llidinokeii, sr., to present the diplomas and 
medals on this occasion, and he in his re- 
])ly by letter ileelining the task intimated 
that there " existed strained and estranged 
relations" between him and(I niiist as- 
sume) the board of directors, and jierhaps 
one or more of our iiiedica 1 men. 

1 have reason to know that neither the 
board of directors nor any of the mvilicul 
nien have any other feeline than that of 
loll lest respect for the good Dr. Helnickoii 
has done and is still doing in this city, and 
all 111 us regret if we have to dill'erwiili him 
upon the ipiestion of conducting a niater- 
luty wanl in conjunction with our hospital 
— a subjeethe had set his heart upon, 'flic 
(juestioii of obstetric nursing has bi^cii be- 
lore the directors at many of our board 
ineetiiigs. It has been a fruitful cause of 
diseiission; it has caused friction bet weuii 
the directors; it has been reported upon by 
committees; it has been referred to our 
medical stall', and after all this it was the 
consensus of opinion of the directors as 
well as our medical stall", that for the 
present it was not desirable in tho interest 
of the hospital to increase the exiiense of 
inaiiitenaiu'e by introdiicing obstetric nurs- 
ing, and so the' diructoi* were reluctantly 
compelled to abandon the idea, 

During the time that the (piestion was 
before the hoard of directors a most im- 
portant report was presented by a special 
committee which amoiifj; other suggestions 
rocoinmendod tho building of uu operating 
room. In this connection it was stated 
that it was an imperative necessity to ini- 
jirove the facilities of the hospital by erect- 
ing an operating room and its necessary 
accessories, as the existing conveniences 
allordeil oiir surgeons were nut adeipiate. 
JJy reason of the newer ideas iiioilcrn sur- 
gery now deals with many cases that form- 
erly were considered as coming under the 
province of medicine only, and in the 
treatment of which our surgeon has been 
etnineiitiv successful. Such uonveiiiences 
and facilities could be provided within the 
limit of the I'emlR'rtoii bequest and gift. 

Vou will agree with nie when I say that 
a iiuinber of medical men and many ladies 
and gentleiueu have given much time to 
hospital matters. 1 believe thai a majority 
of the.-e agree with the directors in their 
colleclive wisdom, in deciding that the 
biispilal needs better operating facilities 
more than it does the building of an aniie-\ 
for the ediieation of nurses in iiiiilwiferv. I 
e.vpress the direelors' regret that onr old 
respected and tried frieni 1 , one to whom 
the directors Wave delighted lo pay rever- 
ence, lias disapjinived of the course the 
directors have ailopteil. The disagreement 
centres upon the maiuigoment and require- 
ineiits of the hospital, a question wliich 
ought to anil must be settled by the direc- 
tors. Dr. llelnicken must see it in this 
light, and I know he has loo kind a heart 
to withdraw his good wishes from an insti- 
tution with wliiidi he has been and 1 hope 
is still to be nromineiitly coiineeleil, I can 
assure bim tlnit so far as the ilirectors are 
concerned they cannot recognize that 
there e.vists beiween lliem and bim any 
straiiu'd , elalioiis. 1 but cxjiiesr- the di"'- 
sire of Mr. l'\ 1'.. rembertoii that it is his 
wish that the money beipicutlied by his 
father and supplemented by the gift of liis 
mother shall be devoted to an object of a 
permanent nature, and he approves of the 
liiiilding of an operating room. 1 desire, 
however, to assure those who favor haviiiL' 
a maleniity ward niiini onr hospital 
grounds thai niv opinion i.- (hat whenever 
fund- are availa'ble bir the buililiiiL' of a 
modern nialernity ward in keejiin;; with 
on r present buili lings, and tbe main te nance 
of which will not loo severely add to mir 
already heavy linrdens, the directors will 
be found a unit in furthering such an en- 
terprise. 

\ few words about the financial status of 
the hospital. Ourrecelpts per annniii from 
all sources arc as follows: 

Provincial government, $10,000; city 
council, if.'i.OOU; pay |ialieiits, receipts 
( about I |(;,IKXI ; Iruni riio Ladies' .Vn.xiliary 
and other sources, say .$1,000; or a total <lf 
*liL',fl<)0, while the yearly e.x peinlit lire re- 
i|nireil to iiieel onr liabilities totals, rough- 
ly, from $'J,^i,UOU to$'2i;,IX)o, with nothing left 
to |iri iviile for rejiairs or addilioiis, liotli eif 
which are iieeib'il. 'I'he hosiiilal has there- 
foriMii three years acciiiiiulalcil a debt <if 
some .fP.tJOO, and iiiiisl continue to iiicrea.se 
this sum .if our receipts are not aug- 
mented, or the directors will be forced to 
reduce the e.vpenditure of the hospital and 
thus curtail its usefulness. The liralted 
room at our disposal for the care of paying 
patients, does not oiler much hope of a 
greater revenue from that source, nor can 
we ask the government I'or an iiicreaseof 
the yearly grant; but we luiglit ai.k for u 
special grant from the provincitil goverii- 
iiient in coiijunction wifli the corjioratioii 
of Ibis city to pay onr debts. 

I would draw your attention to the 
capacity of the hospital and tho relative 
comparison as between free and paying 
beds. The tliree open wards have a col- 
lective capacity of tliirty-s).\ beds occupied 
aininst continuously by free patients, i'he 
available rooi is for paying patients iiiiin- 
ber only 10, so that 7H jier cent, of our beds 
are given lo the poor. The e.viierience (if 
the ilirectors teaches Iheni thai they can- 
not rely upon receiving aiiylliing after 
the lirst" week from iiatieiil s occupying bed.s 
in the open wards. To increase our receipts 
from paying patiinils it would he necessary 
lo build two wards of private rooms afford- 
ing the best acconiiiioilation to those who 
would bo willing to jiay for such service. 
By adopting the advice of Dr. Kichardson, 
accommodation could be provided hir nine 
patients paying ten dollars per wei'k, lie 
recommciidmg the removal of tho par- 



tilions botween two of tlie present private 
rooms ill eiich of the wards. 

If the provincial government and city 
council would piovide the funds to erect 
such buildings, it would give beds earning 
$30,lf25, $20, ^l,5and.'i.PJper week, ami by 
so doing would inciease the earning 
C8p.icitv iif the liiispitiil and be true eeoii- 
omy. , \Ve might ask that the city should 
piiroliii.so the Krencli liiispital, which would 
aid Mrs. Walkem and her ladv associates 
in the cstablishnient of the O'ld Women's 
home and assist us to pay our debts. W'e 
might also point out to our city fathers 
that a iiietlioil can jirobably he inaugurated 
aiul inaiiitaiiieJ so that the lighting of tlie 
city hall, lire halls, isolation and 
.rubiloe hospitals would -be probahlv less 
than tho Slims now required to be"speiit 
inuler the jireseiit systetn.s. We might also 
express the opiiiiuii lhat if tliealfairs of the 
city i.solatiiui hospital were jilaced under 
llie miiMiigoiueiit of the .Jubilee hospital, it 
wonhl lie a saving to the citv and the 
airair.s of tins hosiiital would be fietler and 
more popularly administered. If the iso- 
lation hospital v,-ere under I he one iiiana^'e- 
niont and proper I piarlers iirovidcd for pay- 
ing pal ients, lew would object to even an 
iiii]ii Tiilive law requirhig that all suU'ering 
from infectious diseaiics should be taken to 
the isolation hospital. 

We might with justice .say that the ^a.OOO 
paid to the hospital last year; was not an 
ei|uitahle iimportion ol the sunircciived 
and Cdllectahle I'min the spi'cial rale of one 
mill levied by the cily for health and 
hospital puriioses. \\^e might say, too, 
that the ho.'ipital cures I'or nearly forty free 
patients monthly, at n cost of iii>wards of 
^■10 lie r day. We can with truth say that 
the ilirectors are a unit in using tiiei'r best 
ellVirt.s to liavc the hospital do the Utmost 
good lo llii,' poor mid altlicted. We can 
point Willi iinile and assert with confidence 
that there is no eleemosynary institution 
under our government that has been so 
successfid in ils mission and done more 
g I to <iiir pcojile. 

The direelors poini with )iride lo the re- 
eorils of the bosjiilal, which show tlnit 
from ,luiie, ISIKI, to May, USDS, I,1U1 free 
jiatieiils were troaleil whose average stay 
was upwards of twenty days each, and dur- 
ing lhat lime 1,61)1 out patients were cared 
Ibr at a cost to the hospital of probably 
ifiis.iioil. I'licy can fell you also that 2,0-l« 
ILLiii'iils were udniitteii during the live 
years ending .May, I.S!).'! ; I hat covering the 
same )ieriiiil li iiin Irei Is of surgical opera- 
tions were |iiMfoniK d , not one of which was 
atteiiiieil wilh fatality during the oper.i- 
tioii ; they can say, that there was not a 
single lo:<s (if life from the tidiiiinistral ion 
of ainesllietics by Dr. Kichardson; they 
can say tliatil is prolileiuatical whether iii 
any single irslaiicc death has resulted by 
reiismiof the operation. 

I'he directors acknowledge with gratitude 
that rluring the llVB years Dr. Davie has 
been surgeon of the .lubilee hospital, at no 
time day or night <lid lie neglect or refuse 
to answer any call. \\'e .all know be lii\ e-s 
his profession, that politeness and suavity 
tit times inust and do stand aside wlieii 
critical iijieral ii ins are engaging bis atteii- 
tiiin. 'I'liesr eliararteri.stics are jiart of the 
mail and [iiissihly raiinot be changed ; but. 
those xvhol;ii(i\v bim lii-st, who have assist- 
ed liiiii ill liis o|jeratioiis, be tliey medical 
men or nurses, liave only praise to utter at 
his skill, his cure aud lus teiKlerncss ; uud 
the directors acknowledge with pleasure 
that the brilliant Hiiccessful professional 
career of Dr. Davie has given to tho .lubilee 
liosjiilal its gre:il rcpu tation, and vou, our 
nurses, liiivi' iraineil your surgicaf experi- 
ence from liiiii and from our resident medi- 
cal i illice r and malniii, all of whom have 
lieeii [laiiulaking to educate yon in your 
priifessiioii. I II iidilitiiiii our other mcilical 
men have one and all delivered lectures lo 
you teai liiiiir yon your duties, and if you 
fail il inuslbe your own fault. 

1 now addresS'TOU upon the object of our 
meeting liens lo-oay. Jt is one of much 
iiKinieiit to our hospital but of greater im- 
porlauee to the graduates of our nursing 
school. To tbe nurses graduating I would 
say that to-ilay's exeVcise is the crowning 
jioinl of voiir iiui-siing edii(;ation, and we 
signalize t lie fact by the public iireseiila- 
t ion of ilipliiiniis and luedals. I am free to 
ackiiovvledgr lhat 1 liail but a faint coiicei>- 
tioii ol't lie hard \ci irk that is necessary lo 
lit one lo lieiaiiiie a fully i|ualilied profes- 
sional nurse, and lam constrained to say 
lhat you have fully earned your diplomas 
and liiedal.H. 1 liavi' e.xatnined into the 
nursing (Intios rcipiired by our hospital and 
Iind them wearing and wearying by the 
long boll rs nil duty, c.xiMised as you often 
are til ilaiiiier, and I woliiler bow few break 
dinvii and how little illness our nurses have 
had. 'f he coiic.lusii >n 1 have come to is. il 
must he thai your energy and deleriiii iia- 
t ion to siicci'od caiTies yon Ihroligh. coupled 
with the I'ae! that nur resident medical olli- 
eer ami matron insist mi all obeying the re- 
qui reiiients as liiul down by our huspilal. 

ITie directors congratulate Dr. llicharil- 
son, MisaMcMillan and our hiedical men 
upon tho Hiiiidoss that has attended the 
nursing scliiiol. The directors are of ojiin 
ion that our graduates will bear favorabli 
com ]ia risiiu w il li llie griidnates of an v ot he 
lio-pitaN. ■riiisclass of 1S!h;, iiidiviilualD 
and rolliTtively. have gained high mark" 
iiilheii' rxaiiiiiialii 111:1. .Vnrse (ir;iily, the 
winner ol'lbe i;old niixlal, has obtaiiii'd !to:'., 
percent, 'fliis total hasolilv been once e.\- 
(;elleil, when Mi-ss .A iiilersi'iii in l,s!i;t ob- 
tained li:; l-il tier cent. .Nurse (Iraves re- 
ceived .si;i.j per cent, and Xurse Kutledgc 
,s,')i.j per ceiii., both ladies e.\ceeding the 
iiiiiiini mil perientage li.\ed by the ilirectors 
toi'iililU. any graduate to the gold medal.

to stall iu tho shed and cousniiie oiii 
waste luu-bagc, that we might have mill; 
and got butter, wliicli they do i ii tliosc 
parts bj-Khal-:iug tlic ere.mi in a sldn baj; 
(anietliod thatsoonis siiiiplo onoiigli till 
you havo been shaking tJiu bag for 20 
mimites iu vain on a snlfcry luoruing) 
without cost. But, the noyelty of tlu 
thiug wearing off, our eagerness raiiidlv 
subsided, and sti about tlie third day, ;!:

all which was mighty discduragiug, and 
the more ■nuplousiiut because I felt there 
was a good deal of truth in what ho 
said. 

Conaeqneatly I felt a certain malicious 
enjoynieut the next morning upon find- 
ing that tho goats bad burst out one side 
of his famous shed and gut loose into 
the garden, which enabled me to Avon- 
der that two snch fqeble craatnres could 
undo such a good '.iO sliillings' worth 6i 
work, etc. But ere I was done galling 
liim 1 myself was mortilwrt exceedingly 
to lind these iiiiscbievDus hmtes had torn 
up all tho plants I liad set by the trees 
in the shade as weitby of cultivation, 
wliich gave .Tack a chaj)ce for gibing at 
me.

Kci 
do i think woshoo'ldever have eaptared 
them hut that, giving over onr endeav- 
ors from sheer fatigue, they of their own 
accord sanntored itit(j the shed for shel- 
ter from tho sun, whi-ru Moll clapped to 
the door upon them and sot her bacl; 
against the gap in tho side until hor fa- 
ther came with a hammer and some 
Btout nails to secure the iilanks. So for 
the rest of tlnit day .lack and I lay on 
our backs in tho shade doing nothing, 
but e.^ceetlingly sore one against tho 
other for these mischances. 

But our beartbamings ended not 
there, for coming iu to supper at sun- 
down i\[oll has nothing to offer ns but 
dry tiread au<l a dish of dates, which, 
tliough it bo tJie common supper of the 
Moors iu this plaoo, was little enough to 
our .satisfaction, as .Dawson told her in 
pretty round terms, asking her what shi' 
was lit for if nut. ^.o give us a meal (it 
for Christians, etc., and stating very ex 
plicitly what hew-onld havo her prepare 
for our dinner nert day.

Tho next morning lJav,'son and I nnike 
no attomirt at work, but after break 
fast, by common accord, stretch us out 
under the palms to medituto, and there 
about half past M) Dun Sanchez, com- 
ing round to pay as avi.sit, tindsus both 
Bound a.sli«p. A suddeu e.\clamation 
from him aroused «s, and m we stum- 
bled to our feet, staring ahont ns, wo 
perceived Moll eoining from tho house, 
but so disfigured with smuts of charcoal 
all over her face ;md hand* wo scarce 
knew her. 

' ' God 's mercy ! ' * cries tho doa. ' ' What 
on earth havo you bix-n doing, child'r"

"You are here," answers tho don, 
witli ii frown, "to learn to be a hidy 
If a cook wench is necessary, yon sliall 
havo one "(this to us), "and anything 
else that my means may all'ord. Von 
will do well to write mo a list of your 
requn-ements. but oh.serve," adds he, 
turning on his heel, "we may havo to 
stay hero another twelvemonth if my 
econoniies arc not Hufllcicut by tho end 
of the first year to tako us hence. " 

TluK hint brought u.s to oiu: senses 
very qnickly, and overtaking Mm ere he 
reached our giirden gate Dawfion and I 
assured the don wo had no need of !Uiy 
servimt ami would be careful fhat Moll 
henceforth did no menial oflico; that wo 
WonJd tns his gcnoro.sity no more than 
wo could help, etc. , to our great huniili- 
atiori when wo came to reflect on our 
coiulnct. 

Thence.forlh Daw.son charged himself 
with the inteJjial ecouomy of the house, 
and I with that part which concerned 
the custody luid care of tlio goats, tlio 
cultivation of pot licibs and with snch 
instruction of Moll in tho Italian tongno 
^ I conld cpinni^d. 'Snii tp tell tbQ 



tinth, wo neither of us did one stroke of 
work beyond what wa>; iibsolutely r.eces- 
sary, and especially Daw.-on, being past 
everything for indideiu'c, diil so ordei 
ills ptirt that from having two dishes of 
flesh a Aa.y wo camo, ere long, to get- 




sudden exclamation from t)w don 
aroused us. 

ting but ono mess a week, he forcing 
himself and ns to be content with dates 
and bread for onr repasts rather than 
give himself tho trouble of boiling a pot. 
Beyond browsing my goats, drawing 
their milk (tho making of butter I quick- 
ly reuouneed) and watering my garden 
night aad morn, which is done by throw- 
ing water froni tho little stream broad- 
cast with a shovel on either side, I did 
no njore than Dawson, but joined him 
iu yawning the day away, for which my 
solo esjcus.) is the groat heat of this re- 
gion, which doth beget most slothful 
humors in those matured in cooler 
clinics. 

With Moll, however, tho case \vu.s 
otherwise, for she, being young and of 
au exceeding vivacious, active disposi- 
tion, unist forever bo doing of some- 
thing, and lucky for ns when it was not 
some mi.sebievous trick at our ex])cnso 
— as letting tho goats loo.so, shaking 
lemons do^vn on ovu: heads as wo lay 
asleep beneatli, tho tree, and the like. 
Bping greatly smitten with tho appear- 
ance of tho Moori.sh women (who, 
though they ;u'o not iierniittod to wan- 
dor aliout at will liko our women, are 
yet sull'ered to fetch water from the 
public fountains), she StUTJrised us one 
morning by coming forth dres.sod iu 
their mode. Anrl this dress, which seems 
to bo naught but ;i long sheet wound 
loosely twice or thrice about tho body, 
buckled on tho shoulder, with holes for 
tho iu'ins to bo put through iu the man- 
ner of the old Greeks, became hov sur- 
prifsiiigly, and wo noticed then for the 
first tinio that hor arms wero rounder 
and fuller than when wo liad last seen 
them biire. Then, to gi't tho graceful, 
noble bearing of tho Moors, she prac- 
ticed daj- after day by carrying a pitch- 
er of water on her head, its they do, imtil 
sho could do this with iierfect oaso iiiid 
sureucss. Iu this habit tho dou, who 
was mightily ipleased with her looks, 
'took her to thodiouso of his friend and 
employer, Sidi ben Ahmed, where sho 
ingratiated herself so great ly with tho 
women of his household that they would 
have her come ! to them again the next 
day, and sifter that tho next — indeed, 
thenceforth sho spent far nioro of her 
time with these ncnv friends than with 
ns. And liere, from the necessity of 
making herself understood, together 
with an exi-ellent memory and a natu- 
ral aptitude, sho learned to speak tho 
Afoorish tongae in a marvfelously short 
s]jace of time. Dawson and I wore fre- 
quently .-L-iked to a<,'company Moll, and 
we went twice to this bouse, which, 
though nothing tit all to Look atoutside, 
was very magnificently fm-nished with- 
in, and tho entertainment most noble. 
But, fjord, 'ti-.-as the most tedious, 
wearisome business for us, who could 
make out never a word of tho civil 
speeches offered ua without the aid of 
Don Himchez and Moll, and then could 
think of no witty response, but coubl 
only sit iherc .grinning liko tiog and 
Magog. Still it gave us vast pleasure to 
see how M(j11 t:arried herself with this 
comjiany, talking as freely iis they, yet 
holdhig licr.'-(df with tho dignity of jm 
e(pial, and delighting iiU by her .vivaci- 
ty and sh\', pretty way.s. 

1 think no cimutry iu Euroi)o can bo 
richer ihiiu thi>; Klcho in fruits and 
vegetation, more beautiful in it« strr- 
rounding ospectsof plain and moimtain, 
nioro blessed with consttint, glorious 
sunlight, iind theeffect of tii(;.so charms 
niion tho rpiick, recejilivo spirit of our 
Moll wiis liko a :geutlo May npou a 
uightingale, so that the days were all 
too short for her enjoyment, and she 
must need vent her happiness in song. 
Hut on us they made no moro iniiire.ssion 
than on two owls in a tower, but if jmy- 
thing they did add to that weariness 
which arose from our lack of occupation. 
For h(>ro was no contriist in onr lives, 
one daj- being as liko another as two 
lieas in ii pod, tind having no sort of ad- 
versities to give savor to our easo we 
louiid existence the most flat, insipid, 
dull thing possible. I reiuenibcr how, 
oM (/'hristmas day, Daw.son .did cry out 
against the warm snnshino as a thing 
contrary to nature, wishing ho might 
stand up to his kuees in enow in ■■> 
whistling wind, and taking up the 
crock Moll had filled with roses (which 
here bloom more fully in the depth of 
wiRter than M'ith uk in tho lioight of 
Fummer) he flung it oat of tho J lor 
with a curso for au un-Christian thing to 
hawe iu the house on snch a day. 

As Koon as tho year had turned we 
began to .emint tho days to our depar- 
ture, and lliencefcjrtli we could think of 
naught but wluit wo would do with our 
fortune when wo got it, and, fiho even- 
ings being long, wo would set the bag 
::f wine bi'twixt ns after our supper of 
ilales and sit thert^ for hours di.seussing 
our several prfijccts. Jbdl being with 
ns (for in these jiarts no wonnmkiiid 
may bo abroad after sundown ), sho 
would tako part in these debates with 
a.s nmch gusto as we. For, though sho 
was not wearied of her life hero as wo 
Nvero, yet she was possessed of a very 



Btirring spirit of'advektifSe,'} and .her 
quick imagination ftirnished endless vi- 
sions of lively plea.sure.s aud sumptuous 
Uviug. Wo agreed that wo would live 
together and share everything in com- 
mon as pne .^family, but nqt; in sueh an 
ontlnndish spot as '"Chiselliursii;. That 
estate 'wo would have nothing to do 
with, but soiling it at oiico havo in its 
place two houses — ono city houso in the 
Strand and a c imtry house not farther 
from town than Bothnal Greon, or 
Olerkenwoll at tho outside, to tho end 
that whou wo wero fatigued with the 
pleasures of tho town wo might, by an 
oa.sy journey, resort to tho tranquillity 
of rural life. 

Dawson dechu'ed what wines ho would

indeed he encouraged us greatly by ap- 
proving of all our plans, only stipulat- 
ing that we would guard one room for 
him iu each of our hon.scs, that ho 
might feel at home iu oiu- society whou - 
over ho chanced to bo in our uoighbor- 
hood. In all tliese arguments there was 
never one word of question from any of 
us as to tho honesty of our design. We 
had s'ettled tluit ouco ;nid for all, boforo 
starting on this expedition, aud since 
then, littlo by little, wo had como to re- 
gard tho Godwin estate ns a natural gift, 
as freely to bn taken na a blackberrj' 
from tho ^jedge. Nay, I believe Dawson 
and I would havo contested our right to 
it by reason of the pains wo wero taking 
to possess it. 

And now, b»5iug iu tho mouth of 
June, and our year of exile (as it liked 
us to call it) nigh at an end, Daw.son 
ono uiglit put the question to Don San- 
chez, which had kept us fluttering in 
painful suspouso the.so jiast three months, 
whether he had saved sufiQcient by his 
labors to enable us to return to England 
ere long. 

"Yes," stiys ho gravely, at which wo 
did all heave ono long sigh of relief, "I 
learn that ii convoy of Eugli.sh ships is

Looking at her now (browsing tho 
goats among my most cherished herbs), 
I was struck also by this fact, which, 
living with her day by day, had slipped 
my observation somewhat. She .was no 
longer a gaunt, tmgainly child, bdt a 
young woman, well proportioned, with 
a rounded cheek iind chin, brown tinted 
by the sun, and, to my mind, more 
beautiful than any of their vaunted 
Moorish women. But, indeed, in this 
country all things do mtituro quickly, 
and 'twa.s less surprising iu her caso be- 
cause her growth had been checked be- 
fore by ]irivation and hardship, and 
since our coming hither it had been aid- 
ed by ea.sy cii-cumstances and good liv- 
ing.

Lanrler's Mar, in Charlevoix Wants Kcnie- 
dial Legislation at Once— The Cape 
Breton Chap Against Free Coal. 

Eastern paper." which came to Iianii 
la.st night show that the Liberal candi- 
date in Charlevoix iepiidiati!d .Mr. 
Laurier's school policy, and is ph;dged to 
vote for remedial legislation at 
this session ; wiiile in Cape 
Breton, where the National Policy ia the 
issue, the Liberal camlidato against Sir 
Charles Tajjijer has iesued a card de- 
claring that while in favor of free coal 
"I will support the maintenance of a 
duty at least ciiiiivaluiit foany duty that 
is imposed ajininat ours." In both cases 
these (leclar.ations in repudiation of Mr. 
Laurier's jjolicy were made only when it 
became apparent that the issue could no 
longer be d'xlged. 

In Charlevoix tho lii.shop of Chicoii- 
tiiiii had issued a circular declaring that 
while not wiahiiig to interfere in jiolitirp 
he held it to be "a serious matter cjl 
conscience for the elector.s to give their 
votes to a candidate who will not pU^dgc 
himself to vote, during the iircsenf s^ck- 
Bion, for a remedial bill which would be 
acceptable to the ecclesiastical author- 
ity." Mr. Angers, tbeXiberal candidate, 
realizing that he would be snowed under 
if he persisted in his fonner attitude of 
acceiitiiig Mr. Laurier'.s eiiqiiete or coin- 
uiission ideas on the school question, 
made u conijjlete Honiorsault and wired 
everywhere that ho acceiited tho ]>i.sh- 
op'a ideas and repudiated the oni|U(;tc 
suggested by Mr. Laurier. Both candi- 
dates were tlieiiiforo pledged to reme- 
dial legislation this sesHion. 

The same disgraceful tiictics as those 
■nsed at the last moment in Victoria were 
resorted to in Charlevoix, where a re- 
port was spread that there was anotlier 
crijis at Ottawa, and that this time the 
Catholic ministers had resigned.

Cutlass, Dirk and Rifle Practice— A Pivot 
Gun to Be Mounted on Deck. 

Wlieii the Dominion steamer Qiladra 
goes into comiuission again in the spring 
Kill! will \w fitted out, it is expected, 
more like tho lishery cruisers which tlic 
marine and lisherioa department main- 
tain oit the Atlantic coast. Hitherto 
the gorernmont steamer has been alto- 
irether unarmed, a conditiowthat is r.n- 
deaira'ble should she bo required for 
police duty anywhere vlloug tthe-coast. 
A short time ago cutlaeses and Hotch- 
kiss rilles were sent out by the dcpart- 
inorit from Ottawa, and tliecrew oC eight 
men are to be iiiHtmcted in their use. 
Hc.-ides this, it is nnderstood that a 
niiie-i)ounder rilled rnn/,/,le-loading gun, 
similar to those used by Canadian liehl 
batteries, is to 1k> looiiiited <m ii pivot 
on the tjnadra'.s deck. This gun 
could be usikI if necessary for 
signalling ami bringing-lo vessels hus- 
jjecled of smuggling and wonlil, it is ex 
pected, overawe them if they felt di:-- 
])o.';eil to offer any resistance to arrest. 
Such a-: equipment has at times lieen 
found necessary iti the lOast, especially 
a short time ago, when tiie whiskey 
smugglers on the Lower St. Lawrence 
were giving the authorities consitlc ruble 
trouble. Hitherto in British Colum- 
bia waters there has not been anything 
in the shape of am armed vessel for use 
wlien the war ships wore away from 
port.

Captain D. M. Swain, master of the 
steamer Borealis Rex, which plies on 
the lilinois river, is interested in a com- 
pany who will very shortly operate a line 
of steamers on tho Yukon river to the 
goid-fields. This enterprise is advanced 
to hieilitate tratlic into the gold regions 
of the far North. The river is navigable 
tho entire length for liat-bottom river 
boats of 400 or 600 tons burden. Its 
navigable tributaries are the Lewis, 
Polly. Stewart, Tahkenna, Ilootalimiua, 
Poriaipine, Taiinaua, Avik, White, 
Birch, tlie Salmon, and many others, to 
the extent of several thousand miles 
Prospectors can i)eiietrate by boat the 
most remote jnirts of tho gold-lields 
without hardships, get supplies without 
fail, work during the entire mining sea- 
son, and, coming out at the close of the 
summer, spend their Avinter in milder 
climates. All this will be made possible 
by the line of boats now in contempla 
lion. Tliere are two routes to the Y'ukon 
gold-fields, but the passenger route 
in the one ui3ed by miners, who 
go from .luneau up the Lynn 
canal, tlieneo over the Chilkoot 
jjass, twenty-four miles to the 
very head waters of the Yukon. Here 
they spend seven or eight ilays building 
a ri'ido boat and raft down the chain of 
lakes and river, a distance of (iOO miles. 
All this distance ia navigable except a 
short portage, and at present is without 
any transportation facilities excciit the 
rude rafts of the miners. To enter tliis 
cotj.ntry at present costs $125 and much 
hard work and even a greater amount to 
get out. Swift steel launches would 
cover the distance in five days at a cost 
of not more than $75 for the trip. At 
present it costs )f 150 to $250 per ton to 
get supplies into the country. This is 
due, ttic high charges of the Indian pack- 
ers, and to the lack of jiroper trans|)()r- 
talioii facilities on the river. The com- 
pany now forniing in Chicago jjroniises 
to init one or two large freighters on the 
Yukon to run from its niouth to Circle 
City, the supply point of the gold fields 
live swift launches of 75 to I".i5 passen 
gers capacity to ply on the upper course 
of the river to carry passengers in and 
out, and to take prospectors and sup 
plies up tributary streams.
